CHARLES WILSON - (1821-1877) 

Charles Wilson was born on August 31,1821 in Stockholm, Sweden and earning his living at sea. He was 
certified as a Master Mariner, thereby having no limits. It is the highest level of professional 
qualification among mariners. 

Charles married CHRISTINE ROBERTSON on May 5,1860 in Singapore. Christine was born in Dundee 
Scotland on September 29,1832. The couple would have three children born in Singapore, MARY 
CHRISTINE, bom Jan. 30,1863, ELIZABETH ANN, born September 15,1864, and CHARLES HENRY, born 
March 16,1866. (India Select Births and Baptisms 1786-1947) 

The family settled in Petaluma, Sonoma County, California about 1868. The 1870 Census enumerated 
them at a B Street residence. Another child was born January 23,1873 known only as J. A. Wilson. He 
died at age four on September 29,1877 and was buried in Cypress Hill Memorial Cemetery, Petaluma 
Charles died two weeks later on March 15,1877 in Petaluma at the age of 56. (obituaries - Petaluma 
Weekly Argus, 3-30-1877, p 8, col 2 and Sonoma Democrat, 4-4-1877, p 8 col 2) He was buried in 
Cypress Hill Memorial Cemetery. Christina continued to live at 819 B Street until her death at age 86 on 
March 9,1919, due to complications after breaking her hip. (Obituary - Press Democrat, 3-11-1919, p 3 
col 2) She was buried with her husband in Cypress Hill Memorial Cemetery. 

MARY CHRISTINA WILSONmarried JOSEPH CARLTON BURNHAM (1847-1919) on June 12,1884. 

(Marriage Record Book I, p 106) They settled in Ukiah, Mendocino County, California. She died on 
December 18,1931 in Healdsburg, Sonoma County, California. She was buried in Ukiah Cemetery 
Ukiah, California. 


ELIZABETH ANN WILSON never married. She continued to live at 819 B Street employed as a 
dressmaker for private families. She died sometime after 1930. 

CHARLES HENRY WILSON was described as a harness maker in the 1888 Sonoma County Voter 
Registration. He married FREDA M. CLEMENSEN on June 18,1900. (Sonoma County Marriage License 
Affidavits) Freda had been born in Denmark on June 13,1871 and came to America in 1873. According 
to the 1910 Census, Charles and family were living at 217 Seventh Street, Petaluma, California. Charles 
was employed as a harness maker. Two children had been born, CHARLES CLEMENSEN born April 14 
1901, and HULDA C„ born September 27,1904. Charles remained a harness maker until his retirement 
about 1930. The 1930 Census of Sonoma County listed an adopted son, RAYMOND WILSON, age 10. 
Charles died suddenly of a heart attack on November 23,1932. He was buried in Cypress Hill Memorial 
Park, Petaluma, California. (Obituary- Santa Rosa Press Democrat, 11-26-1932, p 2 col 3) 

CHARLES CLEMENSEN WILSON died on July 5,1919 at age 18 by drowning in the Russian River at the 
town of Monte Rio in Sonoma County. He was assistant Scout Master of the Petaluma Scouts Flags 
were flown at half staff in his honor and over 300 Boy Scouts, from Sonoma and other nearby counties 
marched in the funeral procession escorting his remains. He was buried in Cypress Hill Memorial 

Cemetery. (Articles and Obituary-Press Democrat, 7-8-1919, p7 col 1; 7-9-1919 p3 col 5' 7-10-1919 n? 
col 1) ' M 


FREDA M. WILSON died of a heart ailment at her home on January 14,1944. She was interred in Cypress 

Hi" M f™ r,al Cemetery. (Obituary- Press Democrat, 1-15-1944, p 3 col 4) Freda had taught in Petaluma 
schools for several years. 




HULDA C. WILSON was employed as a deputy health officer in Petaluma in 1940 and had attained two 
years of a college education. She resided with her mother and adopted brother, Raymond Wilson in the 
family home on Seventh Street. In 1944, during WWII, she was a nurse at Fort Ord, Monterey County, 
California. Hulda never married. She died in Greenbrae, Marin County, California on January 21,1998. 
She was buried in Cypress Hill Cemetery.

United Kingdom 


In the UK, the term “Master Mariner” is reserved only for those who hold an unlimited master's 
certificate. The term “unlimited” (often referred to as unrestricted) indicates that there are no limits on 
size, power or geographic location on the certificate. It is the highest level of professional qualification 
amongst manners and Deck Officers in the British Merchant Navy. The Extra Master's qualification 
which was discontinued in the 1990s, used to be the highest professional qualification and it was the 
pinnacle for any mariner to achieve. There are also various other levels of Master's certificates, which may 
e restricted or limited to Home Trade/Near Coastal Voyages and/or by gross tonnage. The holder of a 
restricted Master's certificate is not referred to as a "Master Mariner". 

^ the British Merchant Navy a Master Mariner who has sailed in command of an oceangoing merchant 
ship will be titled Captain. A professional seafarer who holds a restricted or limited Master's certificate 
who has saded in command of a ship (i.e. appropriate to the size, power or geographic limits of their 
certificate) can also be titled Captain. 

An unrestricted master's certificate is colloquially called a "Master's Ticket" or a "Master's " It is 

t0 aS a “ ClaSS r ° r “ MaSter Forc ^-<W«» * was named during the latter part 
of the 20th century. The conventions or acts governing the certificate have evolved alongside the shronina 

industry and the official name of a Master Mariner’s qualification has varied over the years. The UK

certificate Master Unlimited H Y 
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United States 


A Master Marmer license comes rated for the maximum gross tonnage of vessel that license-holder is 
allowed to operate with the highest being a license for "any gross tonnage", colloquially referred to as 
unlimited Additionally, the licenses come with restrictions as to what waters the officer is allowed to 
operate on (inland, coastal, oceans). An unlimited tonnage ocean license is the highest level license 
attainable.
